5,000 Fight 
Forest Fires 
in California 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


force of 5,000 men fought for the 
fourth day today to contain an 
outburst 
of forest, 
range 
and 


brush fires the length of Califor- 
nia. ' 


More than 150,000 acres have 


been burned over since Saturday 
in 170 fires that flared from San 
Diego in the south more than 700 
miles to the north. 


Forestry officials said damages 


would run to millions of dollars. 


More than 150 structures, in- 


including a high school gym, pri- 
vate homes and a saw mill, have 
been gulled. Five persons died 
from fire-conncclcd causes. The 
victims included two motorists, 
the pilot of a chemical bombing 
plane and two persons who died 
from heart attacks. 


The Russian River resort area, 


60 miles north of San Francisco, 
was hard hit as 0,000 forest' acres 
burned around the town of Gucrne- 
villc. Aboul 80,000 acres of brush 
and range land were blackened 
to the south and east near Travis- 
Air Force Base. 


Two areas still threatened to- 


day were around1 Kclstey and Sut- 
ler Creek in the Mother* Lode 
country. 


Kelsey was hit Saturday, when 


the fire roared through the moun- 
tain town from its sawmill starl- 
ing point and burned out seven 
houses. Monday the flames came 
back, driven by a perverse wind, 
and burned oul three more. To

President 
Back to Work 
on New Crisis

— President Kennedy transfers 
back to Washington today for a 
week of decision that could shape 
a new U.S. policy for handling the 
might of the atom. 


The President scheduled a mid- 


morning takeoff from Otis Ail 
?orce Base after spending Labor 
Day weekend with his family on 
Cape Cod. 
' Kennedy managed to get in a 
cruise each afternoon, but the 
ceaseless problems of a president 
Tailed him through the mist on 
Nantucket Sound. 


With Mrs. Kennedy, daughter 
Caroline and his father, Joseph P. 
Kennedy, the chief executive was 
anchored off a spot called Dead 
Neck when the Cape Cod While 
House flashed word Monday aft- 
ernoon that the Soviet Union had 
detonated its second nuclear de- 
vice since breaking a three-year 
test embargo. 


The 52-foot cruiser Marlin lifted 


anchor and returned to shore, 
where Kennedy received a full ac- 
count of U.S. information on the 
test shot over central Asia from 
Maj. Gen. Chester V. Clifton, his 
military aide. 


Kennedy held back immediate 


comment on the atmospheric test, 
which by all indications came lit- 
tle more than 12 hours after he 
and British Prime Minister Har- 
old Macmillan had proposed a ban 
on overhead explosions that show- 
er the air with lethal radioactiv- 
ity. 


Acting press secretary Andrew 


T. Hatcher said the Kennedy- 
Macmillan proposal was made to 
Khrushchev 
with the hope he 


would recognize the hazards of 
radioactive fallout and go along. 


Kennedy, in weighing U.S. pol- 


icy, looked for a detailed report 
on French President' Charles de 
Gaulle's pisition. He reportedly 
believes France would abide by 
a ban on atmospheric tests if the 
Soviet Union accepts.
